“My opinion of Victoria and its sur 
roundings,” said Mr. Bredt, ‘is sufficiently 
expressed by the fact that T have taken 
the earliest opportunity of coming back 
again to spend my summer holiday with 
you and that I have brought Mrs. Bredt 
this time to share my enjoyment. | have 
this year repeated my west coast trip, this 
time extending it as tar as Skagway. It 
is certainly the most picturesque country 
one could imagine. We were delighted 
and surprised at its grandeur, it is like 
several Norways in one wonderful panor 
ama. Among many other changes for 
the better that I noticed was that of the 
improved conditions of travel. The boat 
in which we made the trip was commodi 


ous and comfortable, luxuriously fitted | 


with the latest improvements, with the 
additional recommendation of good cuis- 
ine and attendance, a good seaboat, a 
genial commander and pleasant and cap- 
able officers.

A wise woman never buys. her 

loves on the bargain counter. She 

nows that it will pa her to get 
@ good pair in the beginning and to 
take care of them. Good gloves are ex- 
pensive, but they are worth while; 
they are looked upon as a luxury by 
s0me women, but they are a paying 
luxury in the end, for one pair at $2, 
well taken care of, will outlast five 
Pairs at a dollar. 

First of all, it !s a good plan to se- 
lect a shop for your gloves that is sat- 
isfactory and stick to it. If you area 
regular customer, you will have no 
difficulty in ‘etting your gloves re- 
paired whenever it is necessary. In 
the better stores they keep. one 
woman especially to do the repair 
work, and she will 1endarip or tear 
or put in an extra thumb or finger 
so skilfully that the glove will look 
almost like new. 

Next, have your gloves fitted at the 
counter. The woman who makes a 
business of such things naturally 
knows better how it should be done 
than the amateur; the first “putting 
on" counts tremendously in the after 
appearance, isan’ a glove is spoiled 
by hastily thrusting a hand that is 
moist from perspiration or perhaps a 
little soiled into it. More are ruined 
by crooked seams or by tiny, shriveled 
tips which come from not putting the 
fingers in carefully and thoroughly. 


GO TO THE EVIL’S ROOT 


Now a moist hand is usually the re- 
sult of bad circulation, and the rem- 
edy applied should go to the root of 
the evil. Powdering the hand works 
temporarily, but if the practice is per- 
sisted in for any length of time, a very 
disagreeable odor clings to the glove. 
Instead of the powder puff, the woman 
with moist hands should resort to the 
Turkish towel. A brisk rubbing just 
before putting on the glove will dry 
off the moisture and get the circula- 
tion into good shape. 

When you begin to put on your glove 
be leisurely. Work each finger own 
until it comes to the bat of the glove 
finger. And just here it is well to cau- 
tion all women against buying loves 
that are too long in the fingers. Fe the 
make that you specially like is too long, 
get the professional repair woman to 
shorten the fingers for you, but what- 
ever you do, don't indulge in superfiu- 
ous ends of wrinkled kid.

The effect of a long glove is often 
spoiled by its slipping down below the 
elbow, leaving a fine of flesh between 
the glove and the sleeve for every 
passerby to behold. Well-dressed wo- 
men avoid this possibility by putting a 
narrow hem at the top of their gloves 
and running a piece of elastic through 
this hem. A glove fixed this way al- 
ways fits smooth and taut. 

Wrinkles about the wrist in a long 


glove give a clumsy, awkward appear- 
ance to the arm. Keep the wrist-line as 
smooth as possible, letting the wrinkles, 


which are a part of the long glove, or 
course, begin several inches further up. 


This gives a graceful, tapering effect to 


the arm. 


Taking the glove off is as Important 


as putting it on. Turn the glove back 


and draw off slowly. Never pull at the 


finger tips, for you are apt to stretch 


and tear them, and you will ruin tne 
shape of your glove. When the glove 


is fairly off, turn it right side out, 
smooth every finger, straighten every 
part. Inflate it with your breath and 
finally use your glove-stretcher.

OrangeTree derdiniere. 


HE outdoor world is, perhaps, 
the correct place for plants, 
but we, nevertheless, usually 

like to have some in the house 
near us, especially in winter, when 
the outdoor world yields us so little 
in the way of plant life. The city 
dweller has little or no choice in the 
Ma.i.sr, as often there $s no garden 
but that made in the window. 

The successful appearance of house 
Plants depends largely on the recep- 
tacles in which they are arranged. 
The handsomest of plants in an ugly 
pot loses half its pleasing effect, and 
a@ row of small plants and cuttings 
Btruggling for existence in odd tin 
cans is a depressing sight, and little 
likely to cheer us during the dark 
winter days. It will, therefore, repay 
us to have some artistic flower stands 
and boxes in which our finest speci- 
mens can be shown to the best ad- 
vantage 

Red earthenware flower pots, with 
saucers to match, have much to recom- 
mend them, for they are plain and 
honest, and when pot and saucer are 
kept clean the color seldom clashes 
with its surroundings A growing 
plant in a room always forms a cen- 
tre to which the eye is drawn, and is, 
therefore, an opportunity to use some 
decorative stand or box which shall 
add to its beauty. 


LESSONS FROM THE JAPANESE 


The Japanese are exceedingly clever 
at arranging plants, and with them a 
special flower has a special pot, one 
not being seen without the other 
The orange tree and its box fllus- 
trated is a combination of this kind, 
the form and color of the box being 
considered in conjunction with the 
tree It can be quite easily made of 
half-inch pine, and if its inside di- 
mensions are eight and a half inches 
Bqu4re an empty !tiscuit tin can be 
Msed as un inne: recevlacle to hold

the soil. The box should be put to- 
gether with small nails, these being 
driven below the surface of the wood 
and the holes filled with putty. The 
edges of the box will be improved by 
being slightly rounded, and the whole 
box must be sandpapered smooth pre- 
vious to staining and decorating. 

A dead-black sta‘ is next applied, 
both inside and out, two coats being 
iven to insure a good surface. The 
design must then be drawn in and 
painted with oil colors thinned with 
turpentine, ‘The rectangular back- 
ground of the blossoms and_ the 
curved space vehind the leaves are to 
be deep peacock blue, the blossoms a 
rich purple and the leaves and stems 
olive green Slight shading can be 
given to the . ossoms and leaves with 
deeper tones of their respective colors 
The final effect, when the orange tree 
is in place, will be exceeding rich, as 
the touch of purple briisgs out the 
deep gold of the f-ult, and the dead 
black tends to intensify all the colors. 

A window garden which offers accom 
modation for eight or ten plants is de- 
sirable Its construction should not ve 
difficult for the amuteur carpenter, es- 
pecially if soft wood, such as pine, is 
used. The length will be governed vy 
the window at which it is to be used, 
and the width and height by the size 
of the Mower pots. The uprights shuidd 
be an inch and a quarter square, and 
should be chosen free from knots ihe 
Caps on the tops of these uprights are 
cut from inch material, beveled to it 
the Inch and a quarter material Halt 
fnch wood will be suMfciently strong ior 
the sides of the Wox, but for the but 
tom, the smal) shelves, brackets and 
cross-pleces, inch boards must be usea 
A zine inner lining can be used to houiu 
the soil, although a better would be to 
have a shallow zinc tray titled to the 
bottom of the box and then use or 
dinary flower pots to hold the plants 
if the tops of the pots are hiddep vy @ 
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he Sleeve. 


A glove-stretcher’s importance cannot 
be overestimated, and every oareful wo- 
man will keep one on her dressing-table 
and use {t often.

FOR HALL OR LANDING 


A flower pedestal suitable for a hall 
or spacious landing on a stairway is 
also illustrated It should be about 
four and a half feet high and the 
four uprights made from good pine 
one inch and @ half square, The base 
must be made as heavy and solid as 
possible, and can best be built up of 
inch boards, with the edges neatly 
beveled to form a moulding. It should 
be eighteen inches square, and the 
four uprights must be firmly screwed 
through from underneath, and further 
splrengthened by four pieces of inch 
material six inches wide, as shown in 
the fllustration. The shelves, top and 
brackels are also of inch wood. After 
{t has been sandpapered smooth a 
sullable finish would be to paint 1t 
ivory white, with an eggshell finish 
Two or three coats must be given, 
and the sandpaper should be again 
used before the Anal coat. Five glazed 
earthenware pols will be required of 
a pale peacock blue colour, and thick 
felt mats of the same color sphould be

SAUERBRATTEN (SOUR ROAST.) 


Soak five or six pounds of meat In a 
spiced vinegar, for three or four days 
in summer, eight to ten days in winter. 

Spice the vinegar highly with mixed 
spices ground fine, three bay leaves and 
peppercorns, and boil. Put the meat 
in this in a deep bow! and cover with a 
weighted plate. Turn the meat every 
day, but do not Insert a fork. 

Take out the meat, lard with bacon, 
bake in a saucepan like a pot roast, 
adding a few carrots and a little onion. 
Just Retore serving. remove the roast, 

ur off most of the fat, add a little 
rowned flour and some of the spiced 
vinegar. Serve in a sauceboat or pour 
around the roast.
